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KEEPING OUT INTRUDERS 








FOREIGN DISTRESS 

‘The Committee of the Associated Charities 
‘of Shanghai, representing eighteen organizations 
nd covering American, British, French, German, 
Halian, Jewish, Portuguese, Russian and Inter~ 
national charitable effort, has appealed to the 
public’ to refrain from ‘giving  indiseriminate 
Sonations in response to applications for the 
Fellet of foreign distress. The Committee points 
out that there are a number of persons who 
habitually call on firms and individuals solleit~ 
ing aid, and it desires to take such steps as 
are possible to prevent duplication and over: 
Tapping. ‘This, of course, is an old story in 
Shanghai but at the present time when every 
dollar available for relief should be spent to 
the best advantage, it is one to which urgent 
attention should be drawn. Importunity often 
manages to conquer indolence or lack of courage 
‘and so evade the machinery carefully installed 
by the soeletics for the protection of thelr 
patrons. The scheme shatters the last excuse 
Of the inefficient humanitarian: it provides 9 
Contrat Registry (Tel. 78140) with the King's 
Daughters’ Society from which direction :to 
the appropriate organization can at once be 
obtained, ‘The Registry has a record of the 
details of all cases dealt with, so sdentification 
of applicants ean be readily cecured. On this 
point Dean ‘Trivett's warning complete with a 
Specific example may be usefully studied in the 
‘correspondence columns.

In his earler days, when he was a member of 
‘the London Stock’ Exchange, Mr. Cornfoot 
belonged to the Artists’ Rifles, one of the most 
famous units of the old Grey Brigade. He 
appropriately has been Vice-President of the 
‘Artists’ Riles Association, Shanghal Branch 
since 1927, For many year Mrs. Cornfoot was 
President ‘of St, Monica's Soclely and took a 
‘great interest in all Cathotie charities, A keen 
fardener, she wrote much on her favourite 
hobby In the local press and two books by her— 
“Shanghal Gardener's Guide" and “Memories 
of My Garden" are much appreciated by those 
who desire to wage war against the oppressive 
hess of this urban wilderness, Mr, and Mrs. 
Cornfoot will take with them fervent solicitude 
for thelr welfare in the old country which they 
have not seen for seventeen years,

The school's pres 
‘ent premises as from Dee, 1 will be given over 
to that sorely-tried and splendid institution, the 
St, Luke's Hospital ‘which has done such value 
able ‘work in ministering to the vietims of the 
crisis There will be much satisfaction that 
solution of St, Luke's housing problem hos been 
found. There ‘will be even more if it leads to 
4 concerted effort for pulling that hospital on 
the sound financial footing it deserves, If only 
‘on accotint of the magnificent manner in which 
it has risen to the present opportunity St, Luke's 
should, once and for all, be secured against 
further anxiety. A combination of elreumstances 
hhas given the Management the long hoped for 
‘opportunity for removal of the Cathedral 
School for Boys toa more guitable district, 
The School has had a disturbed term, It began. 
in September with temporary classes at ity 
already established Boarding House in Gt. 
Western Rd, Hostilities in the Western District 
impelled return to Kiuklang Road which 
had formerly been considered unsafe. Tempor- 
ary timetables had to be used owing tothe 
Jate return of some of the pupils, ‘The roll has 
how reached 70 and next term will see normal 
working. ‘The temporary premises “have dis- 
advantages: on outdoor facilities—and therefore 
climatic conditions—depends the School's 
expacity to parade in full and to. indulge in 
physical training, Measures to alleviate this 
‘drawback are in contemplation, ‘The. chlet 
thing £0 note is that the Schoo! is restarting In 
the very situation for which its sponsors 
hoped. ‘The hand of fate has, as it were, 
pointed the way through adversity to. the 
prosperous future of a well-established ‘school 
‘equipped with the necessary amenities and 
fitted to play its proper part in preparing Brit~ 
ish Shanghallanders for their citizenship here, 
or if circumstances permit, for the wider scope 
offered by educational institutions in thelr 
motherland. Although the school may always 
have to act partly as preparatory to the public 
school in England, the general intention is. to 
make it provide training up to the university 
nd at the same time to full the requirenents 
of the boy who wants to start his business to 
o direct from it to a business eareer In Shang 
hal. Without neglecting the standards of the 
public school it seeks to cover the ground of 
the good-class grammar school in England by 
xiving attention to subjects particularly. sult- 
able for a commercial training. As the result 
of the generosity of the British Returned 
Students’ Union a medal and prizes are being 
kiven for proficiency in Chinese. There, by 
studying the language of the country;—in’ the 
three upper forms it will be an alternative to 
Latin—the pupils wilt obtain one most. valuable 
qualification for employment. in China. It 
Ix to be hoped that with this evidence of tho 
vigour of the policy adopted’ by the Manage: 
ment the British cominunity will rally to. the 
Support of the School und sto “at its numbers 
rapidly increase to justify faith in the future 
mapped out for i. 


























STOCKER OF SWATOW

For another seven. years ‘he 
served inthe United States ‘Novy ‘and. was 
present in the Philippine Islands “during ‘the 
Spanish-Americnn War and the.

He" then ‘Joined’ the. tmperiat 
Maritime Customs “and ‘was wreeked in a 
preventive schooner duting the famous typhoon 
of September 1906, off Stonecutters Island, 
Hongkong.

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CHINA URGES ACTION BY POWERS STOP WAR 


Dr. Wellington Koo Objects to Anglo-U.S. Draft 
Resolution as Being Ineffective 


N urgent appéal for aid for Cl 





Brussels, Nov. 23 


Koo, chief Chinese delegate, in a speech at yesterday's meet~ 
ing of the Nine-Power Conference strongly criticizing a draft 
report stimmarizing the deliberations of the last three weeks. 

The report, declared Dr. Koo, who reserved the right to 
suggest certain amendments, merely reaffirmed general principles. 
Nothing had been done in regard to the common attitude which 
hhad been suggested should be taken up by the Powers in their 
first declaration, and still less had been done towards realization 
of the concrete measures for which he had appealed to strengthen 


China's powers of resistance. 

Dr. Koo's appeal, although listened 
to with rapt attention, is feared to 
hhave fallen upon deat ‘ears. 

"As the French delegate remarked: 
‘ate ts Incontrovertible, but what can 
we do?” 

‘Great precautions were taken to 
Koep the report secret. Only a 
Himited number of copies were Issued, 
and all were numbered. ‘The report 
ig divided info two parts: the frst 
istorieal, and the second a declara- 
tlon by the whole conference, 

‘Tye historical portion was discuss 
ed In the afternoon and adopted in 
principle. Tt Is a straight record of 
events leading up to the Conference, 
with the views, replies and previous 
declarations of the Conference ap- 
pended. 

Forelble Solutions Barri 

‘The second part consists of thir~ 
teon articles, which emphasize that 
International instruments constitute a 
framework to safeguard security and 
pence and insist that the Chinese 
Matitery operations are purely defen- 
sive, 

‘No solution foreibly imposed by 
fone nation upon another, it is stated, 
ean constitute just and lasting peace, 
fand any settlement must take into 
‘account’ the various interests con 








cerned. 
‘The declaration repudiates the sug- 
ation of direct negotiations and in- 
Sists upon the desirability of a 
prompt suspension of hostilities, 
‘After a lengthy discussion of the 
report, the Conference adjourned 
tuntil_ 3 pam on Wednesday to give 
the Chinese. delegates time to get a 
reply from thelt government, ‘There 
‘will probably be two sittings on 
‘Weawesday to complete the discussion 
and enable the Conference to 
adjourn, 
Clear-cut Issue Presented 


‘The conflict in the Far East, 
declared Dr. Koo in his speech, was 
fa clear caso of treaty-breaking by 
fone party against all other partie 
‘The task of the Conference, he sald, 
‘was clear, namely, to consider what 
should be thelr common attitude in 
‘such a. situation 

‘It was obvious to the Chinese dele: 
gation that mere words could. pro: 
duce no result, Without positive 
faction, direct oF Indirect, declarations 
And resolutions, “though earnest in 
spirit, could not be effective. 

Events in the world during the 
ust (wo years had demonstrated that 
Feluctance and refusal on the part 
fof Powers, who desire to uphold law 
‘and over’ in international ‘relations, 
to. make a positive contribution by 
concerted action tended to encourage 
rather than deter the forces of 
violence and disorder. 

‘Afler. dwelling on China's efforts 
during the past four years to secure 
4 peacetul seitlement.of outstanding 
‘questions with Japan, Dr. Koo said 
‘that China's resources wore limited 
and the results of China's efforts 
ould not but be modest

He, however, assured them that 
she would continue to do her utmost 
to discharxte her obligations not only 
tug a. signatory of the Nine-Power 
‘Treaty and the Kellotg Pact but as 
8 peace-loving member of the family 
of mations.

“Will you not then, with your 
‘unlimited resources of power “and 
strength,” asked Dr. Koo, “contribute 
your shire. by some positive action, 
‘even thovsh it may be indirect, to 
the cause of upholding the prinriples 
of law and order and world security 
fund peace, or do you really believe 
that slinple declarations of principles 
‘and the highest professions of faith 
in the pledged word will be sufticient? 
“By refusing aid to Chins, do you 
mean that she should cease to resist 
fawgression or that. she could resist 
indefinitely without adequate means?” 




































‘The Chinese delegation, Dr. Koo 
said, believed that solidarity of pur- 
pose must be followed by solidarity 
of action. 

‘China, "he asserted, believed that 
she had a right to’ claim that a 
common effort should be made by 
the other Powers signatories of the 
‘Nine-Power Treaty with a view not 
only to making the treaty honoured 
Dut in the general interests of right, 
‘order and world peace. 

‘Dr. Koo, in conclusion, reserved 
the Fight to submit amendments after 
the report had been referred to the 
Chinese” Government and definite 
Instructions had been received.—

NANKING STILL THE 
CAPITAL 


Protection to Foreign Life and) 
Property Promised 


Nanking, Nov. 24. 

Despite the withdrawal of the 
Chinese Government, which was 
feluated by a determination to con- 
nue the war of resistance, Nanking 
Was still the capital of China, de- 
clared General Chang Chun, Chiet 
Secretary. of the National Military’ 
Counell, ata tea reception given 
yeslerday to prominent foreign 
Tesidents and press representatives 
im the city. Mr. Ma Chao-chun, the 
‘Mayor of Nanking, was also present. 

‘The greatest attention, General 
Chang declared, was being paid to 
the maintenance of law and order 
Im the capital. 

‘civil affairs, the sald, were under 
the control of Mr. Ma Chao-chun, 
‘while he himself was responsible for 
the maintenance of order. 

‘The authorities, General Chang 
added, wore affording all posible 
protection to forelyn life and pro- 
erty, and would do everything In 
thelr power to avert danger to either. 

‘Every evening at 8, he announced, 
representatives of the authorities 
‘would mect foreigners and pressmen 
‘at the International Club to discuss 
the situation, answer questions and 
generally to maintain contact.

Generalissimo Denies Reports of Negotiations: Our- 
2 Policy to Resist to Last Inch and Man 


Nanking, Nov. 25. 

“We firmly believe that right must

administered a timely rebuke which wos| 
particularly authoritative, Sir Stafford Cripps| 
has taken the issue under his wing and 
‘embellished his advocacy with some curious| 
elaborations of the disclosures in regard to| 
the heroin tramle in Hopei without con-| 
descending to show whether he was aware of 
some of the elementary facts of the opium’ 
raffle in other parts of China.

at Tokyo, the same observations seem to be 
pertinent’ in reflection on the demand which 
the meeting was induced to endorse for ex- 
pressing antagonism to Anglo-Japanese. re~ 
Jationships, The root idea of the resolutions 
passed singled out Great Britain as the active| 
opponent of Japanese aspirations. ‘The! 
penalty suggested was, quaintly enough, the 
rejection of any form of British sympathy or 
cultural eo-operation, 


It wore fair perhaps to regard this meeting’ 
as a counterblast to certain. ill-considered 
tirades which have emanated from British’ 
platforms in recent weeks. In that sense it 
Js diMeult to object. Yet, the picture of the 
pot calling the kettle black is never very’ 
satisfying and in international contacts it is 
apt to develop awkward and dangerous 
‘ebullitions from which both countries might 
wish to be protected. Japanese statesmen| 
have so consistently demurred to what they’ 
describe as anti-Japanese activities that their 
sympathy may be almost taken for granted. 
when it is suggested that restraint in con- 
troversy with a friendly nation may be fruit 
fully commended for general observance. It] 
fs particularly unfortunate that the Japanese 
press which is so vigilant in detecting anti- 
Japanese obsession should be induced to| 
encourage the view that Japan is being con- 
fronted by an antagonism solely inspired by| 
Great Britain. Throughout the Sino-Japanese | 
crisis and, especially before it reached its! 
climax, the efforts of British statesmanship| 
have been exerted for the purpose of assisting] 
China and Japan to come to agreement without | 
Fecourse to a conflict which was recognized 
as disastrous for both sides and, incidentally, 
for third parties with important interests in 
the Far East. This journal itself in making 
its own humble contribution to that end went 
far in emphasizing the dangers of permitting 
sharp differences of outlook to exacerbate 
relations between the two neighbours. It 
did not conceal its distaste for certain aspects

A CLEAR ISSUE 
Nov, 26, 


The Brussels Conference has failed to do 
more than affirm the importance of an inter~ 
national code which it has been unable to 
enforce. Its expression of opinion that the 
suspension of hostilities in China would best 
serve the interests of all parties to the 
Washington Treaty marks the sense of im- 
potence which has prevailed. There is 
no ground for exultation over this further 
proof of the breakdown of the safeguards 
which statesmanship had hoped to make the 
‘effective guarantees of ordered relations be~ 
‘tween nations, ‘There is equally no ground 
for casting aspersions on the good faith of 
those who sought through the Conference to 
provide a practical solution for Sino-Japanese 
differences, It was hoped that when Pre- 
sident Franklin Roosevelt won the support 
‘of other signatories to the Treaty for their, 
meeting in Conference, the way was clear 
to ensure the co-operation of the principals 
in the dispute under review. That hope was 
‘only half fulfitied, ‘Therein lies the cause of 
the failure, Experience can be given its 
cheap triumph over hope, but in the long! 
run the principles on which that hope was. 
made to rest cannot be rejected, It is amaz~ 
ing to observe that some commentators ex- 
hibit gratifieation in the breakdown. To 
‘what future do they look if the world is to 
continue to be exposed to the periodical dis~ 
locations which the disregard of international 
pledges must produce, if the bitter lessons of 
the last few years are any guide? Nations, 
thus seized by an ecstasy of repudiation of 
their solemn words, unwittingly vrove the 
danger of their situation by profuse offers 
of further assurances the liquidity of which 
is obviously doubtful to say the least of it. 
Nor is it without significance that the sabre-| 
rattler invariably seeks justification 
levelling charges ‘of broken faith. In sh 
the very process of pact-breaking is based 
on an admission that it is inherently anti- 
‘social, So, despite the Intest evidence of the 
unreadiness of the world to face the realities 
of international polities, the belief that sooner

Walter Lippman, the eminent American 
writer, seems to encourage that error when 
he assails his own Government's participa 
tion in the Conference by arguing that! 
thereby it essays a middle course between 
adherence to League principles and rever- 
sion to “old fashioned ideas of neutralit 

He maintains that the United States of 
America, having decided to be neutral in 
the desire to avoid foreign entanglements, 
should avoid a policy of “pinpricks, mild 
sanctions and provocative resolutions”. ‘There 
is good sound sense in that contention so. 
far as it goes but it altogether evades the 
Issue. The Brusscls Conference was not con- 
‘cerned with League principles. It was as- 
sembled in no breach of the policy of neu- 
trality.

She disarmed to an extent which has exposed 
her to the gravest possible risks in the hope 
of setting an example, Although Japan in 
1931 broke the ranks of the Powers who 
‘were persevering in the pursuit of a sympa~ 
thetic and patient policy in China, Great 
Britain, bound to maintain her point of view, 
sedulously endeavoured to preserve friendly 
contacts with her former ally, Whatever 
criticism may have been made by British 
commentators on the policy adopted by Japan, 
there has been in it far more of sorrow than 
anger. Concerned as a great commercial 
Empire with the growing fondness of im- 
patient nations for a realism which often 
lugs been merely a synonym for flouting, 
canons of accepted conduct, Great Britain 
has striven to throw her weight behind ef- 
forts for the restoration of confidence and 
fair dealing in international politics. She has 
been impelled reluctantly to recognize that 
her weakness in armament has been mis- 
understood and actually undermned her au- 
thority, She is rapidly repairing that defect. 
When that process is completed she will not 
willingly surrender the principles to which 
she still attaches the highest practical im- 
portance, for she expects that it will auto- 
matically assist her to give more effective 
support to influences for peace. Meanwhile, 
in the face of persistent calumny and de- 
liberate misconstruction of her actions, she is 
| not disposed to falter in upholding policies 
abandonment of which would belie her 
traditions and do violence to her convie~ 
tions. To. suggest that this is an anti- 
Japanese attitude is to be blind to actualities, 
—or worse still to saddle Japan with a 
mentality which, so far, even the most, 
artisan critic has not yet’ imputed to her.

Prince Fumimaro Konoye has given firm 
‘endorsement to the views lately attributed to 
General Iwane Matsui on the plans for the 
prosecution of the campaign in China, With 
General Matsui's declaration there can be 

le quarrel. He is a soldier and the instru- 
ment of the policy so picturesquely described 
by the Japanese Prime Minister as that of 
“beating China to her knees.” He cannot be 
blamed for arguing that he has to proceed 
with the task thus imposed on him. It is not 
for him to inquire whether the eradication 
of “anti-Japanese" feclings can be achieved 
thereby. He knows that the prescription has 
been devised in Tokyo and its dispensing is 
in his hands. Prince Konoye defines the 
situation as involving no change in Japan's 
fundamental policy—that “China reconsider 
‘and co-operate with Japan by abandoning her 
anti-Japanese policy.” By the rules of the 
game it is obvious that, facing the advance of 
an overwhelmingly superior army, the Chinese 
Government can secure peace by the process 
of proposing negotiations which Prince 
‘Konoye says Japan is ready to consider, It 
is also obvious, in the light of Japanese 
statements, that such proposals would involve 
conditions ' which General Matsui implicitly 
recognizes as too onerous when he talks of the 
possibility of having to carry his operations 
info Szechuen, ‘There is reason therefore to 
wonder whether the Japanese authorities 
are clear in their own minds on the situation 
‘as it is likely to develop from the extensive 
commitments now’ accepted by them in 
China. The road seems to be lacking in sign~ 
posts. Prince Konoye talks of denouncing 
the Washington ‘Treaty. He virtually re- 
establishes the “Hands off” policy which was 
announced and then half-repudiated in Aprit 
1934, It would seem that China js to be asked

* in China, ‘The creation of order in a vacuum 
is expensive and exhausting to the forces 
invoked for that purpose. As every day 


passes the process of deterioration in the vast 
entity which still is China must enormously 
complicate any such task. ‘The mechanical 
device of setting up improvised authorities 
under Japanese guidance has been adopted 
elsowhere but the results have not tended to| 
breed much confidence in it. Now that it 
seems to be contemplated on a bigger scale] 
the issues inevitably arising from the relations| 
with foreign governments who also have their 
interests in the Far East cannot be disposed 
of entirely by ignoring thelr existence. 
General Matsui deprecates any attempt on the 
part of western nations to encourage China’s| 
further resistance, Can he point to a single 
responsible section of foreign opinion which 
has so arrogated to itself the function of 
advising the people or Government of China? 
Tt might be argued, indeed, that such opinion 
has, if anything, risked a good deal in frankly’ 
expounding the hard facts of the difference 
between Chinese and Japanese states of 
military preparedness. That foreign opinion 
has been and is intensely sympathetic with 
China’ in her present plight cannot be 
denied. It is not likely tobe weakened 
by the pronouncement which General Matsui 
makes in reaffirming an intention to enforce 
Sino-Japanese friendship at the point of the 
bayonet, Logie comes stoutly to the support 
of sympathy there, 

Charges that the Washington Treaty which 
Japan now finds obsolete or inconvenient 
has not been observed by other powers In 
respect of tho development of China are’ 
brought in justification of Japan's policy. It 
‘may seem astonishing at this moment that 
such an argument can be seriously adduced. 
‘To some extent, with a triumphant Japanese 
foree domipating Chinese territory round. 
‘Shanghai, it might savour of a gratuitous at- 
tack on a nation which eannot defend itself, 
Perhaps the simplest disposal of it is to refer 
to the categorical findings of the Lytton Re- 
port on the progress made by the Chinese 
Government to develop a coherent national 
unity. ‘That report did not make extravagant) 
claims or turn a blind eye to evident weak- 
nesses, but it specifically noted that “in spite 
of difficulties, delays and failures considerable 
progress has in fact been made.” ‘That 
verdict in 1932 is far more authoritative than 
the contemporary obiter dictum of an “Old 
China Hand" to whose dilettante and arbitrary 
‘assessment a correspondent ventures to refer 
elsewhere. Whatever may be the delinquencies| 
of the Chinese Government it can hardly be 
denied that it has received from foreign coun- 
tries, partly direct and parlly through the 
technical collaboration of the League, con-' 
siderable practical assistance in economic and 
politienl reconstruction, Japanese critics 
themselves have admitted that their Govern- 
ment missed a yolden opportunity in its 
failure to accept the invitaticn ‘0 cooperate 
in the Chinese currency reform scheme. No| 
doubt progress would have been more rapid 
if certain recognized defects could have been 
eradicated but it is a cruel travesty of the| 
facts to contend that the negligence of the 
other Powers or even the lack of a reforming 
zeal in the Chinese Government itself were 
such as to justify unilateral action by the 
Impatient exercise of military force. The: 
type of mind which falls back on the trite: 

‘obscurantism of a byyone generation, without 

any regard to the passage of years gives to 
Japanese theories most unflatiering support. 
‘The fact is that the progress noted by, the 
Lytton Report was markedly developed in 
the five years following the issue of that 
document despite the accumulation of further 
diMeulties. Yet, if that were not true or 
‘cannot be accepted as beyond the bounds of 
controversy, the argument cited still remains 
as pitifully irrelevant to the fundamental 
issues of this situation, based as they are on 
the practical realities of international rela~ 
tionships—realities’ which, ax time passes, 
are likely gravely to affect the equilibrium 
of Japanese movements in China.

Although on personal and public _grounds| 
certain departures may be advisable it is| 
‘open to doubt whether the uncertainty] 
hitherto prevailing on this matter should be| 
allowed to develop, for already there are 
signs that the exodus is in danger of embrac-_ 
ing a number of professional, business and| 
technical men who might otherwise be of| 
real service to Shanghai in the ultimate| 
process of recovery and the immediate need | 
for finding a modus vivendi. It is understand- 
able that men who have been closely] 
Identified with what might be called the] 
political activities of-the Chinese Government, 
‘on finding their occupation gone, will. wisely| 
consider means of secking a temporary abode| 
elsewhere, Others who, however intensely’ 
convinced of the justice of their country’s| 
cause, are not politicians in the technical 
sense’ of the term and have no active! 
Kuomintang affiliation, might more properly] 
be advised to stay, if some assurances on| 
that point could be forthcoming. 

‘The authorities of the International Settle- 
ment and French Concession can obviously | 
make no public pronouncement, although it 
will be hoped that they will not allow them-| 
selves to be carried too far in offering in-| 
terpretations of the situation. ‘They have| 
certain obligations in the preservation of the| 
special status of their respective areas. They] 
are right to recognize the realities of Japanese| 
control of the surrounding territory. They) 
fare, however, free to offer suggestions which| 
may actually ‘be helpful to all parties at this| 

Icult moment. Realizing that Shanghai 
‘can take no active part in the hostilities now’ 
proceeding away beyond jts ken, the duty of] 
all is to devise means for ensuring the 
provisional administration of the city during| 
a period of exceptional difficulty. On the| 
French administration and the “Municipal 
Council lies responsibility for their respective] 
domains, subject to such conditions as derive| 
from the military reality of the moment, 
From Chinese territory: civil authority has| 
vanished. The Japanese High Command is| 
concerned with the improvization _ of| 
machinery for carrying on institutions neces-| 
sary, to the elvie life therein. Much depends 
fon ihe possibility of inducing responsible 
Chinese citizens to come forward at invitation| 
‘and aecept the thankless but essentially’ 
public-spirited task of co-operating with the] 
de facto power for the sake of the com- 
munity's welfare as a whole, This should| 
not be baulked by any misgiving or misin-| 
terpretation of motives, Patviotism is not 
outraged by the action of a Chinese citizen| 
who, recognizing the requirements of the 
moment, is prepared, without offence to his| 
political’ sentiments ' which, in any event, 
cannot now find expression, to play the part| 
of the temporary administrator under Jap- 
anese direction. 

‘This should be clearly understood, for the 
alternative is either complete chaos or the| 
desperate expedient of resort to undesirable! 
elements whose co-operation is available to 
anyone at any time for purely mercenary’ 
reasons. This situation therefore imposes on 
Chinese citizens a considerable restraint, It] 
demands from them a clear recognition of the 
realities of the plight in which the Chinese! 
areas stand. It also suggests that the Jap- 
‘anese military authorities would do well 
promptly to define their requirements regard~ 
ing the exodus or otherwise of leading| 
Chinese residents. ‘They will not be assisted] 
in their dificult task if there is such a drain| 
of capable Chinese citizenhood that trust- 
worthy and upright men eannot be secured) 
to function in the provistonal organizations} 
which must be speedily set up for the! 
practical solution of the day-to-day problem! 
of municipal administration. 














RICE SHORTAGE 
Nov, 25. 


‘Shanghai's normal consumption of rice is 
6,000 bags (600 tons) daily. Usually supplies| 
come from the interior, for, apart from the 
fact that imported rice’ carries a duty, the| 
home-grown variety is more palatable _to| 
Chinese tastes. ‘The hostilities have cut. off 
Shanghai from the rize-producing areas and| 
the consequent diMculties were met at first 
by the Shanghai Municial Couneil with the| 
Durehase of a large quantity of imported| 
rice, thus creating a reserve which has 
turned out to be extremely useful. Indeed| 
during the last few weeks, when the stocks 
were rapidly being “depleted and had} 
practically vanished, this reserve has kept 
Shanghai going and has greatly mitigated 
the danger of a rice shortage. ‘That favour- 


able condition could not last and lately’ 


‘apprehensions have developed owing to the| 
need for a speedy replenishment of the shops. 
‘The dealers who are the middlemen  be-| 
tween the importer and the shops have not] 
been able to function, because of the| 
disorganization of the financial machinery. 
‘This bas complicated the situation and. 
disappointed the Council who were hoping| 
to sce the normal commercial traffic in rice| 
resumed, Moreover, as imported rice has to 
bear duty, the dealer is reluctant to saddle| 
himself with stocks which may prove to be! 
a dead loss when the areas at present blocked | 
by hostilities are able to resume supplies, 
free of duily and, indeed, more acceptable to 
the public. The situation thus is delicate| 
and the arrangement whereby the iaporters| 
are supplying rice direct to the shops under 
» system of rationing which is designed to 











phasize the change in. the position of many 
formerly prominent Chinese residents here, 


prevent hoarding and profiteering is prob- 


ably the best that can be devised at 
moment, 

Nevertheless it has its drawbacks for: 
obviously It depends a good — deal on the 
assumption that the imported rice ean come 
in without difficulty or interruption. On the 
fAgures the situation scems to be on the point 
of easing. ‘The Kalying brought 25,000 bags 
the other day and 30,000 bags have also 
arrived by the Fooshing. Ships expected 
fo come in within the next fortnight are 
believed “to be bringing consignments 
‘amounting in all to some 63,000 bags. ‘Thus 
‘with 118,000 ‘bags Shanghai scems to be 
able to command stocks for nearly thtee 
‘weeks’ consumption, The stringency which 
existed before the Kaiying's cargo was 
avallable was, however, very marked. The 
result is that’ there has been a strong rush 
fof applicants for the rationed supplies and, 
as is pointed out by a correspondent to- 
Gay, the shops have not been able to cope 
with the demand without keeping customers 
waiting for hours at a time and, then, being 
compelled to send many away empty. Police 
assistance has had to be invoked to preserve 
‘order and although it has been equal to the 
lask it is to be hoped that the responsible 
ssuthorities will recognize that their job is 
to obviate the nced for such developments 
which have certain elements of danger. No 
doubt the Council is right in endeavouring 
to leave the rice traMe in the hands of the 
“trade” but it cannot ignore the implica 
tions of an unprecedented emergency which 
still has potentialities dificult to gauge. In 
the last resort its authority must. be excr- 
cised to ensure that a vital economic need of 
the population is not neglected to the point 
of creating a definite threat to the public 
Peace. If reliance be too complacently 
Placed on the continuity of the supply of 
imported rice without precautions such as 
were so sagely instituted earlier in the crisis, 
the awakening may be unpleasant, should 
some turn of events falsify hopes. 

So long as the importers can. maintain 
their admirable direct supply to the shops 
which are carefully chosen” from among 
those normally handling rice, all may be 
well. "They are, however, directly dependent 
‘on the availability of the cargoes now on 
their way to Shanghai and to succeeding 
cargoes as ordered. It is admittedly 
@esirable that the dealers should be 
encouraged to resume operations. Assuming 
that the finanéing machinery can be restored, 
there still “remains the question of duty. 
Whether arrangements can again be made 
for the rice to come in duty tree cannot be 
ascertained. ‘That might be a useful line of 
inquiry. “It is suggested that the Coun- 
cil has to consider the financial Hability 
which “it would have to assume if it 
attempted to become — directly responsible 
for the rice supplies. That is understood, 
Even more clearly understood by the 
thoughtful observer is the seriousness of the 
Council's position if its failure to accept its 
proper responsibilities 1ed to a bad break- 
down in the economic life of the Settlement 
with all the consequences attendant thereon, 
At this particular moment it would be folly 
to invite criticism on that score. Nor is 
there lack of appreciation of the possibility 
‘of compromise. If, for example, the Coun- 
cil definitely undertook to keep the public 
utility companies, as well as its own 
organizations, supplied with rice, it would 
lessen the load of its financial commitments 
and enormously simplify the problem of 
keeping the rest of the community supplied. 
However that may be, the point to 
‘emphasize at this moment is that.the Coun- 
cil cannot abdicate responsibility for the 
maintenance of a staple food supply. It 
cannot risk the charge of being a penny 
wise and pound foolish. ‘That is the issue 
ina nutshell

Scots in Shanghai to-day celebrate their 
national Saint's day with due regard to the| 
claims of the moment. Hospitality yiclds to} 
charity. Instead of subscribing to the annual 
ball, members of the St. Andrew's Society are'| 
being invited to strengthen the funds for] 
meeting the acute distress now afflicting s0| 
many of the community in Shanghai. The| 
President, in a public announcement the| 
other day, made a thoughtful reference to 
this problem. which is complicated by the 
urgent need for repatriating Scots for whom | 
the vicissitudes of this autumn’s disaster 
have rendered life in Shanghai no longer 
practicable. There is no doubt that the 
national societies have more than they can| 
conveniently handle in dealing with these 
cases for repatriation and it is clear that the 
burden should be lightened for them by some 
substantial assistance from elsewhere. Mr. 
W. B, O. Middleton's suggestion that he and 
his brother-Presidents should confer on the 
subject is no doubt being considered and their’ 
Joint representations will be seriously con- 
‘sidered by the competent British authorities. 
In saluting Scotland's patron Saint the mem- 
bers of the other British communities here 
may well seize the occasion to take inspiral 
from the virtues which he so happily 








culeated by. his example. A great traveller, 
a pioneer with the forerunner of Him whom| 
he elosely followed as Master, St. Andrew, by 
the name which he bore; typified the qualities 





of manhood which Scotland's own poet evens '" 
ually summed up thus

In that spirit have the Scots in Shanghai 
ordered their activities here. In that spirit 
it is the pride of Shanghailanders to think 
the: prevailing difeulties are being met by 
all Shanghai's citizens whether Scottish or 
English, Foreign or Chinese, When the 
British ‘specially desire to survey their own 
contribution to this communal effort they like 
to point to the leadership of two big coastal 
shipping firms—one Scottish to the backbone 
who have, by general consent, shown a 
‘magnificent ' doggedness and enterprise in 
Keeping thé wheels of commerce revolving. 
‘When this episode in Shanghai’s story passes 
into history, the familiar names of Ewo and 
Taiko will surely have an honoured place in 
the recital, 


Of that noble international effort in Nantao, 
Jed by a Frenchman with colleagues from 
Denmark, the United States of America and 
Great Britain in full support, it is fitting to 
note that the band is completed by two Scots, 
fone of whom happens to bear the name 
specially honoured to-day. In thus appraising 
Scottish Shanghailanders’ activities no dis-

Andrew's memory, however, demands an 
appropriate tribute to the traditions which it 
has managed to establish and enhance, ‘There 
is also the Russian emigrant community 
for whom St, Andrew's Cross is a symbol of 
Christian comradeship.

‘thought on this St. Andrew's Day will, how- 
ever, be of the splendid service which Scot~ 
land’ still renders here.

le. So, admiring the sturdy resourcefulness 
which Scots in Shanghai are applying to the 
problems of repatriation and the like it is 
pertinent also to applaud the vigour of thelr 
refusal to be downeast, ‘They, like other 
Shanghallanders, are not disposed to mistake 
fa catastrophe for a cataclysm. With their 
brethren in the Homeland they have lately 
mourned the passing of a distinguished son 
of their soil who held high office as the first 
abou and first National Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, ‘They have rejoiced over the 
repentance which has assured to them the 
continuance of their senior cavalry regiment, 
the Royal Scots Greys, us still capable of 
Justifying the great Napoleon's rucful 
reference to “ces terribles chevaux gris.” They 
proudly point to a Scotsman in the Viceroyally 
of India, another at the head of the English 
Church.’ With these thoughts in their mind 
they are not disposed to allow pessimism too 
free’ a rein, They are convinced that, so 
long as there are enough Scots to go round. 
the supply of man-power nowhere will fall 
short, St. Andrew's bones may therefore 
rest peacefully in Muckross as Shanghai Scots 
pour out libations to his memory to-day.

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JAPANESE MAKE AIR-RAIDS OVER WIDE AREA 


Coastal Cities and Interior Continue to Be Bombed 
with Heavy Losses 


Nanking, Nov. 23. 

‘Two of the eleven Japanese bomb- 
ing planes which raided Chowehlo- 
ow in eastern Honan yesterday were 
brought down, the first one by Chi- 
ese anti-alreraft batteries ond the 
second by Chinese pursuit planes. 

‘One of the Chinese airmen who 
took to the alr to challenge the aerial 
aides, was slightly wounded. 

‘Operating on an extensive ‘seale, 
Japanese planes yesterday also t= 
tacked Taikong and Hualyang, north 
of Chowchiakow, dropping more than 
ten bombs at each place, setting fire 
to’ scores of civilian houses. 

‘A report from Kaifeng’ in contrat 
Honan stated that five enemy planes

Canton Severely Bombed 
Canton, Nov. 2 

At least 162 persons are reported 
to be dead, injured or missing to-day

MANCHOUKUO TRADE 
FOR SEPTEMBER 


Monthly Statisties Reveal 
Prosperous Period 
Frost Oun Own Comcsroxest 


Dairen, Oct, 20. 

Despite the China .hostilities the 
trade for Manchoukuo during the 
‘nuonth of September moved up con- 

iderably as compared with the cor- 
{responding month of 1936. ‘The total 
for the month was ¥, 105,967,000, of 
which exporis amounied in value to 
‘Y, 31.866,000 and imports ¥. 74,101,000, 
the excess of imports over exports 
being ¥- 42.235,000. 

As against September, 1936 exports 
went up by ¥. 7.270.000 and imports 
by Y. 12022000, ‘The large increase 
in imports is due mainly to the fact, 
that 1997 is the first year of the 
‘Manchoukuo five-year industrial plan, 
which is running at full. blast and 
which necessitates the importation of 
vast quantities of machinery, 

Exports for the period from Janu- 
ary, 1837 to September, inclusive were 
caved at ¥. 468,109,000 and imports 
at ¥- 610,105,000 or an adverse balance 
‘of ¥. 141,996,000 although as contrast- 
fed with the same period in 1937 ex- 
ports showed an increase of Y. 
8296000 though imports rose by Y. 
103,775,000, 

Tn the meantime Manchoukuo trade 
with China for September fell by 
YY. 1,028,000 in exports and Y, 2,375,000 
{in imports as against the correspond- 
ing month for the year previous.

Compulsory Action in Shanghai Hinted by Premier: 
Prince Konoye Re-States Nations Aims 


Tokyo, Nov. 27. 


the Nanking Government and Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 

reversed their policy towards Japan and proposed negotiations 
with the Japanese Government, Japan was ready to respond, 
declared Prince Fumimaro Konoye, the Premier, in an interview 
to-day with press representatives, which was characterized by his 


usual frankness. 


If. on the contrary, he proceeded, the Nanking 


Government was determined to prolong hostilities against Japan, 
the. Japanese Government was prepared to accept the challenge. 

Prince Konoye is visiting Kyoto and Ise to pay homage at 
the Grand Shrines and Imperial Mausoleums, and to offer prayers 
to the spirits of the Imperial ancestors for Japan's military success. 

He had heard nothing about future military plans, the Premier 
declared, as only one joint conference between the Cabinet and 


Imperial Headquarters had been 


held, but even if he had heard 


he was not in a position to disclose plans for future military 
operations. The present position in China, however, might be 
regarded by the layman as the end of one definite stage, 


In his opinion. the Prince told his 
listeners, the statement of General 
Matsui. ‘as Commander-in-Chiet of 
the Japanese Army in Shanghal, that. 
the Javanese might advance not only 
to Nanking and Hankow, but also to 
Chungking. was “quite right.” 

‘The Japanese authorities might be 
‘compelied to take action if the Japan- 
ese request regarding control of anti- 
Japanese activities in the Taternation-

son were not carried out, the Premier 

Regarding the question of Shantua.

“The admiral remained closeted with 
Prince Konoye for several hours after 
‘conversations hed taken pine’ Be- 
tween Gen. Kazushige Ugaki of the 
‘Army Reserve and the Prime Minis- 
ter, which took place following the 
Cabinet session. 

‘TL was intimated in official quarters, 
Domei understood, that the question 
of a declaration of war against China 
would be brought to the fore at the 
coming conferences of Cabinet Mints- 
ters, military and naval officers and 
the ‘brain trust of the eabinet. 

‘After Monday's interview Admiral 
Suetsugu Indicated that this problem 
probably would be discussed, but he 
added that it depended solely on de- 
velopments in China—Domel.

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NANTAO SCENE OF 


CONTINUOUS FIRES 


Thousands of Buildings Have Been Reduced to Ashes 
in Past Three Weeks 


Shanghal, Nov, 26. 

Nantao's fires, which ‘have ‘raged 
tor two weeks, were last night burn- 
ing from the ‘Chinese Bund to the 
West Gate district and apparently 
spreading further back into the “City” 
with nothing to stop thelr progress, 

Besides a half dozen large blazes, 
the chief of which scemed to be 
burning almost in the very centré of 
the former walled city, smaller fires 
could be seen over a wider ¢ront than 
ever before during the mereiless de- 
struction of the district, Oddly, flames 
‘were leaping among buildings already 
destroyed, lighting weirdly the ruins 
ff earlice conflagrations, Tt seemed 
fas if the fire demon was seeking out 
the places he had somehow neglected 
during his Visis at the middle of the 

‘The damage wrought by the suc- 
cession of fires can hardly be estimat- 
ed, Of about 40,000 dwelling-houses 
fund shops in the formerly prosperous 
dlistriets, only slightly more than 2,000 
‘were believed in Chinese circles yes- 
terday {o have survived the contlagra- 
tions. Considered together, the fires 
so far have swept from Feng Ling 
Chino, off Route Ghisl, to Zia Zee 
Road, Zin Tu Road, Chu Meny Rod, 
SI'Sa Lal, Kiaoehangmino to South 
Rallway Station, and _agsin from 
Huchunying to Loh Ka Pang, Ta 
Shing Ka, Huang Kin Chu Road, 
‘Small West Gate, Small South Gate, 
Tungkodoo, Wang's Wharf, Great 
‘Wharf, Siao Ka Road, San Pa Lou and 
Sze Pa Lou areas, 

'No estimate was available tast night 
as to how many schools, public build 
ings and industrial plants had beon 
razed. Tt was reported, however, 
thatthe Chinese ‘Tramway Co. the 
French Waterworks. Kinousin Dock, 
the Tungkadoo Church of St. Francis 
Xavier and two educational institu: 
tons established by forelgn mission- 
aries remained intact, 

















Fire Stations Destroyed 


Among the promises known to have 
been burnt down were fire stations 
inthe eastern, southern and western 
districts, the’ ‘National Voeational 
School, ‘the Utopia University, the 
Chinese Tron Works and rows of 
houses close to the Nontso Bund. 
‘The Chinese Telephone Administra- 
ion and the Wen Miao Park were 
Ukewise razed. As blazes had also 
‘been seen raging in Boon Lai Road, 
the Chinese Police Bureat Herd: 
quarter's and a Chinese land tax. 
‘flee in the vicinity were believed to 
be among the bulldings gutted. 

Starting from November 10, when 
Chinese positions in Nantao were 
severely bombarded following the 
withdrawal of troops from western 
Shanghal, the fires, considered to- 
fiother, had beon burning for fifteen 
days up to yesterday. “Tn view of the 
fact that most residents had evacuat- 
ed the district with only the most 
vital of personal belongings, the 
losses caused by the conflagrations 
are held to be enormous. 











Flames Shoot Skywards 

From the Bund last night somo of 
the fires were so large that flames 
could be seen shooting skywards

2pm, ‘Ten minutes after, a small 
column of white smoke curled up- 
ward and then crimson flames and 
Diack smoke shot high up to the sky.

Incendiarles Blamed 


Questioned at yesterday afternoon's 
press conferenee, the Japanese spokes- 
‘man said that the flres were either still 
smouldering trom those set alight by 
retreating Chinese over a fortnight 
ago, and could not be extinguished 
‘owing to a lack of facilities, or else 
were the work of Chinese ine 
ceondiaries. 

‘There were still a fair number of 
Chinese in the area, he sald, not to 
mention 1,183 being held in a’ refugee 
zone estublished by the Japan 
this zone was quite apart from the 
“Jacquinot zone.” In further proof 
of his statement that the new fires 
‘were caused by Chinese incendiaries, 
hhe quoted two instances. 

‘The Arst was that a few days ago 
f Japanese sub-headquarters sudden- 
ly found itself entirely surrounded 
by fires and only managed to reach 
safety with the utmost didiculty.

Foreign newspaper correspondents 
on Nov. 27 were called upon’ by a 
Japanese military spokesman to use 
thelr influence in preventing Nanking 
from being destroyed. 

"It is easy to destroy, but dimeult 
to build,” the Japanese "spokesman 
stated, recalling’ that Chinese towns 
and villages that had not. offered 
resistance to the Japanese had not 
been, damaged.

with the Chinese for 4,000 years the 
Miaos have never adopted any part 
‘of the Chinese religion. ‘They are 
[worshippers of trees and of animals. 
There is no regular priesthood, each 
head of the house being the priest 
‘of the family, One of the principal 
objects of their worship Is the door, 
because it is through the door that 
all_ influences—good and evil—enter. 

Children of the hills, the Miaos had 
no written language until about three 
decades ago, when two missionaries 
first brought them the Gospel mes- 
‘sage. The language being phonetic, 
the missionaries set to" work. to) 
translate the Gospel of Mark, which 
was the frst portion of the Scriptures 
{to be printed and distributed. ‘To-day 
there “are 20,000 adherents of the 
‘Church, and ‘several thousond who 
are able to read the Bible. 

‘The lecture was illustrated by a 
number of excellent slides. of the 
People and the districts In which they 
reside.

Incessant. sniping 
added to the dangers -of the staff, 
Only when shells bewan to fall around 
the ‘building was the exchange eva- 
uated and then only for a short 
period.

Not 
enough subscribers were left in the 
istrict to justify the continuance of 
Wayside, ‘The exchange stood amid 
devastated surroundings, its own

SHANGHAI 


‘Meet Outgoing Battalion of 
Ulster at Race Course 


With the rolling of drums and the 
cheery sound of fifes setting a lively 
pace, the First Battalion ‘The Durham, 
Light Infantrs, or the Goth Foot. 
whieh arrived ‘on Nov, 23 on board 
the transport Dilwara, swung down 
Nanking Road in the direction of the 
Race Course at about 9.30 am, on 
Nov, 25, ‘They were headed by the 
band -of the Royal Welch Fusiliers, 
and in front of thee column rode 
Trooper Sergent Garrison and two 
Slick mounted policemen with Jances. 
Small, stocky men, they looked’ a 
healthy crowd, and there was a sprins 
in their step in spite of the confine 
ment on board ship during the voyage 
out from England. y 

Crowds lined Nanking Road 10 
wateh the Tong procession of khakt 
Agures, in full equipment and wear 
ing. tepees with colourful cockades 
with the regimental badge of a bugle 
horn, and the letlers D.L, march 
past,’ “Arrived at the Race’ Course, 
"he battalion halted beside the Firsi 
Battalion, “The Royal Ulster Rifles, 
which had paused to grect the i- 
coming battalion, before continung on 
Ms way to the Customs Jetty to em- 
barke for the Dilwara, Over a bun 
oF two, men from the two battalions 
chatted to one another, and exchanged 
pleasantries. ‘Then the Rifles took 
over the Royal Welch Fusiliers Band, 
and swung through the Race Course 
gates on their last tramp through the 
Streets of Shanghal, Shortly atter- 
wards, the Duthams," headed by the 
‘band ‘of the Loyal Reyiment, which 
had brought the Rifles as far ay the 
Race Course, set off for their billets 
at the Yu Yuen Road School, vacated 
by the departing regiment, " Major 
General A. P. D. ‘Telfer-Smollett took 
the salute at the Country Club, 

Five Men Missing 

‘The last, time that the battalion 
had marched along Nanking Road, 
there were five more men in its ranks 
than there on Nov. 25, Those 
who watched the Ries inareh down 
Shanghai's main street with all the 
smartness of the British soldier as 
he stops in time with his comrades 
behind a crack military band, ‘could 
not help recalling the misfortune 
which ad overtaken this. battalion 
Since its arrival in Shanghal at the * 
beginning of hostilitiés to. assist in 
the defence of the Sottlement. 

Four men had died only $0 yards 
from the front Ine of five close to 
Jossfield Park, and one had been the 
victim of an attack upon a British 
post by a Japanese warplane, The 
Battalion ‘had done more than is 
share in the defence of the Settle- 
‘ment perimeter.

Passport Troubles 


With the closing down of | the 
Bureau of Public Safety the question 
of the issuing—or non-issuing—of 
Passports, visas and other legal docu 
‘menis remaing unsettled. Tt has been 
suggested that the Nansen Committee

Russian emigrants out of this sorry 
situation, but unfortunately there is 
fat present no direct and properly ac 
‘redited representative of that Com- 
mittee in Shanghai. ‘The cost of 
Keeping up an emergeney passport 

Mee formed by the Nansen Com- 
mittee could, it Is further pointed out, 
be easily covered by the usval duty 
of 8 gold franes for each passport. 

Although the many and various 
societies and associations existing in 
the eolony are sometimes subjects for 
smiles among foreigners, Russians 
themselves fecl—however paradoxical 
that may. sound—that in partition 
they find unity.

GRANTS-IN-AID TO CHINESE} 
SCHOOLS, 


Ata meeting held on November 5, 
the Education Board gave considera- 
|tion to the question of grants-in-aid 
}to' Chinese “Schools for the third 
jquarier of 1937, 

‘A very comprehensive and detailed 
report by the School Medical Oflcer 


‘had been submitted for the informa~ 


tion of members on the state, of the 
sgrant-aided schools, 

It was noted that'of the-127 schools 
situated in the Central and Western 
Districts, the Health Department re~ 
Jeommended that 58, which have 
falready” completed ali Departmental 
requirements and are classified’ as 
satisfactory, should be immediately 
eligible for the issue of grants-in-aid ; 
that four schools which have only 
[Public Health Department require- 
ments outstanding, and are already 
jengaged ‘ng therewith, 
[should also be considered eligible for 
grants; and that two further schoo! 
Which have given up thelr regular 
premises in the Western Distriet for 
the purpose of accommodating a. 
FRetugee Hospital, and which have 
re-opened. in. other premises, clas- 
jsifed as temporarily satisfactory, 
Jshould also be permitted to receive 
thelr grants. It" was recommended 
that grants be withheld from the 
remaining 63 schools situated in the 
Central and Western Districts, classi- 
fied as working on various ‘depart 
mental requirements, contemplating 
fearly removal or definitely known 10 
be closed. 

Tt was further noted that the 
premises of 88 schools were situated 
In the Northern and Eastern Areas 
fof the Settlement prior to hostilti 
The “Health Department considered 
that ten of these schools which were 
[classified as satisfactory prior to the 
‘outbreak of hostilities and which have 
Jeither re-opened in other districts in 
[satisfactory new temporary premises, 
for have established an office with a 
‘view to re-opening, or have had some 
fof thelr pupils admitted to other 
‘Erant-aided schools, should be regarded 
8s eligible for the issue of the grant, 
ince they would have been fully 
fqualifed in this respect had not 
hostilities supervent 

"There are also 21 schools of which 
no information is available, and six 
others which are definitely known to 
bbe closed, all of which would have 
Been fully qualifled forthe issue of 
grants’In their existing premises prior 
to August 13, 1997, Tt was requested 
that special consideration be accorded 
to. these cases, together with five 
further schools which were “working 
Jon Public Health requirements only” 
prior to hostilities, and of which no 
Information is available. ‘There were 
nine ‘other schools which the Board 
might consider as worthy of issue of 
the grant for the third quarter, having. 
regard to the fact that though they 
‘were working on various Depart 
mental requirements in their own 
premises and had not completed same 
prior to hostilities, they have now 
Jestablished themselves. in new satis- 
factory temporary premises and 
fall actually functioning as schools at 
the present time. e 

‘The remaining 37 schools, situated 
{in the Northern and Eastern’Distriets, 
iad not completed Departmental re- 
Jquirements prior to hostilities, and 
Tt was considered that thelr grants 
[should be withheld. 

"The ‘Treasurer and Controller's com- 
ment on this report stated that under 
normal conditions it would be neces- 
sary to show that a school had 
jcomplied with Departmental require- 
ments, and in addition it would 
presumably have been requisite for 
{the schoo! to satisfy the Education 
[Department that it had re-opened at 
the beginning of September with 
substantially the same number of 
pupils as had been in attendance In 
the Spring term. The Treasurer and 
Controller. felt” that it would "be 
necessary to take a somewhat liberal 
view of the latter requirements, 
which, however, must not be dis 
regarded. Provided therefore that 
Jschool was in full operation ‘prior to 
the end of September, and that its 
jenrolment was. not less than, say, 
two-thirds of the attendance tn the 
[Spring term, he considered that the 
issue of the third quarter's grant 
jwould be in order. “Where the en- 
Folment fell short of the two-thirds 
percentage, he suggested the issue of 
‘2 proportionate grant. He felt that 
ja Similar procedure should apply if 
fonly part time tuition was afforded,

Badeley, which did not affect the 
Interests of any creditors, and no 
‘ereditor could have any claim 
against any of fhe capital which it 
was sought to write off the com- 
pany's books. in some similar peti~ 
fons, there was opposition from 
shareholders on the grounds that 
they had been unfairly treated, but 
in this case there was no. ‘such 
opposition, as all the shareholders.

BRITISH ANXIETY OVER SHANGHAI'S STATUS 


Mr. Anthony Eden Answers Questions in Commons: 
Land Regulations Will Govern Rights 


London, Nov. 23. 

Reflecting the anxiety of members, 
the. situation in the International 
Settlement in Shanghai was the sub- 
ject of numerous questions in the 
House of Commons to-day. 

Mr. William Wedgwood Benn 
(Labour) set the ball rolling by 
seeking an assurance from Mr. An- 
thony Eden, the Foreign Secretary, 
that the conditions under which the 
International Settlement was held

‘way varied without the Chinese Gov- 
ernment’s. consent. 

‘The Seltlement, Mr. Eden said in 
reply, was administered under Land 
Romuiations which could not be 
modified without the Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment’s consent, 

Mr Benn asked if the House was 
to understand that the demands 
which had apparently been made by 
the Japanese General at Shanghai 
could not be accepted. 

“phat Is a different question,” an- 
swored the Foreign Secretary.’ “My 
reply has been carefully drafted and, 
1 think, will be found to cover the 
‘question. 

Mr. Benn then asked if it meant 
that” the Shanghai Municipality 
would in no way be made agents for 
the Japanese Army in pursuance of 
their policy there. 

‘Those were important questions, 
Mr. Eden declared, He would pre- 
for to see them on paper.

ADJOURNS 


Chinese Disappointment. is 
‘Trenchantly Expressed 


Brussels, Nov. 25. 

With only Italy voting’ in opposi- 
tion, the Nine-Power Conference last 
evening, in an atmosphere of dis- 
appointment, adopted its Report and 
Declaration ' urging, ambng other 
things, a suspension of hostilities and 
a resort to peaceful processes to find 
@ settlement and then adjourned 
indefinitely. 

Dr.,Wellington Koo, the chief Chi- 
nese delegate, vainly endeavoured 
before the mectihg to obtain accept 
fanee of an amendment in favour of 
& more concrete form of action. 
Although it is emphasized that the 
Conference is merely going Into 
recess, it is generally felt that there 
is: very little ikelthood that it will 
‘ever meet again. 

Count Aldrovandi, the Italian dele- 
ate, explained that his objection was 
based on the “hostile reasoning” of 
the Report. “I sald that the conter~ 
ence would fall,” he added. “It has. 
We should not adjourn but disolve 

‘Mr, Norman Davis, chief American 
delegate, declared that, as a result of 
the Conference, nothing had been lost 
fand much gained in regard to a more 
complete knowledge of the difieulties 
‘and possibilities of the situation, 

‘The recess, he added, in no way 
meant that the problem they had been 
considering would be dropped, or that. 
their interest in. the solution of the 
Far Eastern conilict would in any way 
bo lessened. 

‘Viscount Cranborne, British Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
supported the romarks of Mr. Davis. 

Following the adoption of the De- 
elaration, Dr, Koo, in a lengthy state- 
ment, declared that, In view of the 
continuation of hostilities.” the Chi- 
nese delegation believes that a mere 
reaMrming of principles cannot. be 
considered a satisfactory result of the 
Conference because It is inadequate 
to deal effectively with the grave 
situation.” 














Chinese Regrets 

‘The Chinese delegation, the state- 
‘ment continued, regretted that the 
Conference did not consider the sun- 
gestions it had made with a view to 
the adoption of certain positive 
‘measures: It held that such concerted 
action was indispensable in any effort 
to restrain Japanese aggression and to 
hasten the restoration of peace, 

‘The Chinese delegation noted that 
the suspension of tho Conference was 
temporary. 

‘As roards further exploration it 
desired to emphasize that, to make 
the additional effort successful, it wax 
not only essential that such effort 
should be made promptly but it was 
Indispensable to consider the neces 
sity of common action in the form of 
positive ald to China.—Reuter.

AWAY FROM IT ALL 
By Kexaxos : 


“Away from it All” fs the title of book 
by Cedric Belfrage (Victor Gollance Ltd, 
London, 10/6). In the publishers’ notice| 
there is the suggestion that the book may 
‘be a companion to that remarkable book by| 
Negley Farson, “The Way of the - Trans- 
gressor;” but if the hint is intended seriously, 
then itis not a compliment to the publishers! 
opinion of Mr, Farson. In’ My. Farson’s book| 
there is the story of great events, told with 
a wealth of descriptive detail and balanced 
‘with the eynicism of experience and contact| 
with the scamier side of many things. In| 
this book there is the trace of a philosophy 
which borders upon puerility and. is only 
redeemed by the author's lively style and 
hhis keen sense of observation, coloured by 
fan appreciation of the ridiculous. When the| 
‘author cuts out the moanings of disappointed! 
youth, too apt to sce hypocrisy where there! 
is nothing more than adaptability towards the| 
‘more unpleasant facts of existence, and when!| 
hhe sticks to the story of his travel in many! 
parts of the world, the book can rival for| 
Inerest any similar travel tale which has| 
recently been written. There is nothing more| 
interesting than to read of the impressions of| 
the detached voyager whose Sourneyings take| 
him near the more important happenings and| 
the larger experiments in the world to-day. 
But for the impressions to be of value they 
should show sympathy and understanding, 
and not be simply another record of the 
futility the writer sees everywhere and which 
has caused him to coin one of the most| 
hideous hybrids in the language—the word| 
“escapology.” This word and its variants| 
strike discordant notes all through the pages| 
of the book. They have not even the merit! 
fof euphony to excuse them; and no one need 
be afraid of being charged with super- 
sensitiveness or pedantry if he objects to| 
them, :

‘The Home's History 


OF the original committee, when the 
home was founded in 1906, only Mrs. 
Calder Marshall and Mes. Matheson 
now remain in Shanghai, 
Greatly concorned at th 
distressed foreign women in Shang- 
‘a group of American and British 
woinen, over 0 years ago, banded 
themselves together to see what could 
be done in the way of relief, ‘The 
‘original committee was composed of 
Mesdames Barchet, Calder Marshall 
is, Matheson, Me. 
iy and Parker. but they’ had 
neither funds nor buildings. 


In its early days, and until recently 
rescue work was’ a feature, while 
children have been eared for at the 
Cottage Home, and much was done to 
fird employment for younger women 
jwho could work. 

In 1927 the energy und initiative of 
the workers interested had resulted in 
the establishment of two homes, one 
for women and one for children 
Now, the rescue work has been un- 
dertaken by another body, and the 
chief care of the committee is the 
group of women who, through weight 
Of years or ill-health are unable to 
make a living. Children and un- 
employed girls are also looked after 
and, when possible, work is found for 
‘the latter, 

Inthe’ absence of Mrs. G. E 
Marden, who’ is at present’ in New 
York, Mrs. S. C. Riggs has undertaken 
the work of seeretary and that, at 
the moment is a full-time job.
